D ECENTLY  I made  some  ill-tempered  remarks 
^ about  merchants  who  urged  price-fixing  by 
cigarette  manufacturers.  They  wanted  protection 
from  chqin  stores  which,  the  merchants  claimed,  were 
selling  cigarettes  too  cheaply. 

Many  of  the  merchants  who  asked  to  be  shielded 

from^ompehtionv^r^th^^m^peof^N^^prmse^ 

menace  of  socialism;"  I suggested.  II  price  fixing 
combines  and  monopolies  were  to  have  free  rein,  the 
government  might  as  well  own  them. 

From  M.  A Kent  comes  a vigorous  and  forth- 
right reply  to  these  opinions.  I quote  his  letter  in 
part  •-  ‘ . 

“It  is  all  a question  of  whose  product  is  being 
kicked  around,  isn’t  it’  Let's  have  free  enterprise  in 
every  commodity  hut  what  pays  me'  I presume  this 
Is  your  attitude,  as  it  is  with  most  of  us.  * 

"You  state;  If  we  are  to  preach  free  enterprise, 
let’s  practice  free  enterprise.'  Then  let  newspapers, 
the  government  and  labor  practice  free  enterprise 

“Why  should  I have  to  pay  higher  prices  for  sueh 
everyday  needs  as  beef.  pork,  bread,  milk,  etc.,  owing 
to  government  controls’  Why  should  we  not  have 
some  choice  as  to  the  price  we  pay  for  a carpenter, 
painter,  bricklayer?  Are  labor  unions  practicing  free 
enterprise?  '•  • 

"As  for  the  government  taking  over  business,  just 
stop  and  think  what  they  would  stand  to  lose.  Right 
now  the  government  takes  50  per  rent  of  the  profits 
of  all  industry.  They  take  cash  on  the  nail,  too. 
Pretty  sweet  proposition,  isn't  it.  to  be  sueh  a pre- 
ferred partner  in  business?  No  loss,  all  profit." 

The  usual  net  profit  of  large  companies,  after 
taxes  hut  before  dividends,  is  from  one  to  throe  cents 
on  the  sales  dollar,  Mr.  Kent  says. 

"If  you  were  in  business  and  worrying  more 
than  your  employees,  would  you  think  a reward  of 
three  cents  out  of  every  dollar  sale  was  too  much 
to  expect  as  a .reserve  against  a few  bad  years? 

"Cigarettes  are  costly  simply  through  govern- 
ment taxes.  Most  of  our  goods  are  higher  by  25 
per  cent  simply  because  of  taxes.  We  could  sell  a 
$400  refrigerator  for  $300  if  there  w-as  no  sales  or 
excise  tax.  There  is  a near-war  on,  so  we  grin  and 
bear  it.  but  it  is  a little  hard  to  bo  always  made  the 
scapegoat  as  the  press  and  public  delight  to  paint  the 
businessman." 

One  to  three  cents  on  thp  sales  dollar?  Here 
are  a lew  samples  culled  at  random  from  The  Finan- 
cial Post:  Canadian  General  Electric,  net  sales 
approximately  $154,000,000.  net  profit  $7,000,000. 
.Iiixt  oveT  four  and  one-half  rents'  profit  to  each  sales 
dollar  in  1952.  McColl-Frontenac  Oil  Co.,  over  five 
rents  profit  on  the  sales  dollar.  Aluminum  Ltd.,  six 
cents.  Consolidated  Mining  and  Smelting,  gross 
sales  S153.000.000,  net  profit  $32,000,000—20  cents 
on  the  sales  dollar. 

Certain  other  large  companies  pad  their  balance 
sheets  and  disguise  their  profits.  However,  it  wasn’t 
my  purpose  to  make  a case  against  big  companies, 
particularly.  We  have  come  some  distance  from  the 
starting  point. 

Sales  and  excise  taxes  are  certainly  high.  It 
would  be  a shame  for  merchants  to  he  unfairly 
blamed  for  them.  No  reasonable  persons  wants  to 
paint  the  businessman,  big  or  small,  as  an  ogre. 

There  was  no  suggestion  here  that  the  govern- 
ment take  over  reasonably  competitive  business.  But 
if  government  took  over  monopoly  business  which 
was  charging  excessive  prices,  the  prices  might  he 
reduced  and  profit*  go  into  the  public  treasury,  a 
procedure  which  might  raise  more  money  than  taxes 
did. 

ML#t’s  have  free  enterprise  in  every  commodity 
bul  mine.  As  Mr.  Kent  says,  that  is  a very  common 
attitude  It  is  the  very  attitude  which  I tried  to  hold 
up  to  ridicule.  Labor  unions  do  not  practice  free 
enterprise,  but  of  course  they  have  never  claimed  to 
do  so.  They  are  therefore  free  from  the  charge  of 
saying  one  thing  and  doing  the  opposite.  Some 
businessmen  are  open  to  that  charge. 

Every  person  who  has  read  simple  economics 
know's  that  competitive  enterprise  in  pure  form  does 
not  exist.  Some  industries  are  dominated  by  monopo- 
lies or  semi -monopolies.  Some  industries  demand 
such  a huge  outlay  that  no  ordinary'  businessman 
could  enter  them. 

Some  businesses  are  run  by  the  government. 
Others  are  run  by  private  groups,  but  controlled  bv 
the  government  for  the  public  good.  Sometimes  the 
controls  are  ineffectual.  Subsidies  and  special  favors 
are  granted,  some  because  of  need,  some  because  of 
political  pressure, 

If  a name  must  be  given  that  tangle  of  different 
methods,  the  name  is  not  "competitive  economy."  It 
might  be  "mixed."  "balanced"  or  "controlled"  econ- 
omy. Free  enterprise  is  an  empty  slogan  which 
should  be  discarded.  Many  of  us  object  to  people 
using  that  slogan  while  seeking  special  favors  for 
themselves  at  the  general  expense
